Remarks/Arguments 
Claims 1 - 10 are indicated to be allowable. 

Claims 1 1 - 20 are cancelled. 

Claims 21 - 28 as now suggested are amended to include structural 
limitations to more clearly set forth the tensioning structure and better define over the 
references, including the Lambert reference (3,853,235). Independent claim 21 is 
amended to set forth wrap engaging members movably mounted on the spaced 
forks and selectively movable into engagement with the protective wrap, the spaced 
forks spreadable to move the engaging members apart to tension an area of the 
protective wrap between the wrap engaging members. The wrap engaging 
members of Lambert are not movably mounted on spaced forks as now set forth in 
claim 21. The gripping members 42 in Lambert simply move the containers in a 
linear direction and do not show or suggest spreadable forks with wrap engaging 
members movably mounted on the spaced forks to engage and tension a lower 
portion of bale wrap as set forth in proposed claim 21 . 

Therefore, proposed claim 21 and claims 22 - 28 therefrom, are believed to 
be clearly allowable over the cited references, including the Lambert reference. No 
new issues are believed to be presented (see, for example, claims 2, 22, 23 and 28), 
and this amendment is believed to clearly put the case in condition for allowance. 

Therefore, entry of this amendment and favorable action is respectfully 
requested.
